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rederick L. Schavoir was born in New 
fe (T, April 9, 1966, and was raised 
in both Pound Ridge, NY and Old Lyme, CT. 
He entered the Kent School in Kent, (T, and 
upon graduation in 1984, enrolled at 
Marietta College, Marietta, OH. 
Deciding not to pursue a career 
in architecture, he studied 
communications, religion and 
philosophy. He also resumed a 
lifelong interest in art. 

He left Marietta College to attend the 
Lyme Academy of Fine Arts where he 
studied anatomy, drawing and 
sculpture. From 1987 through 1990, 
Frederick gained a great deal of 
knowledge though an apprenticeship 
with Old Lyme sculptor James M. Tripp. 
He was also hired as the caretaker on the 
estate of another renowned artist in Lyme,
